During the Indian troubles which fol-

ray face, with a dead rest for my rifle, I 
tumbled Little Feather and White Water 
out of their saddles, and that stopped 
the charge. 
As they checked 
up 
I 
killed Kunuing Bear, and before they got 
out of i'an¿io I wounded one of the war- 
riors. 
Tiio living galloped oil, and I 
carried two ponies and all the accoutre- 
ments of the dead chiefi safely into the 
lort. 


It soon became known amoncr the 
Sioux what had happened, and every 
branch of the great tribe swore to have 
my life, 
A reward of ten ponies was 
oli'ered to any one who should kill me, 
and twenty if I were taken alive, 
Iwas 
advised by everj-body to clear out of 
that locality, but I refused to go until 
the long-expected war Anally broke out 
and 1 was attached to a moving column. 
The threats of the Indians had not 
greatly disturbed me, as I knew they 
they would always be trying their best 
to capture a scout, no matter if they had 
never heard of him. 
Those were days 
•whea every white man on tho plains 
lived a year in every week aud never 
forgot for a moment that his life was in 
continual jeopardy, 
Several plans, as 
I afterward learned, were formed to 
capture me, but I slipped through, 


I 
was finally made prisoner under 
fiingular circumstances, 
1 was returning 
from the flying column to Fort Wallace 
with 
debpatehes. 
I had set out soon 
after dusk and made a good twenty-tive 
miles when a heu?y fog settled down on 
the plains, 
It wouldn't have bothered 
an Indian to keep tho points of the com- 
pass, but after I had turned and twisted 
among some dry ravines I had to own up 
that 
I was lost, 
iMy horse was just us 
buuly oil. 
When I gave iiíja his head 
he came to a stop. 
The only thing to do 
was to dismount 
and wait for daylight. 
1 was sitting on the grouud, not feeling 
a bit sleejjy, and 
my Jiorse was lying 
down, when a band of thirty-seven In- 
dii-us, all mounted, walked right on to 
jne througlit the fog, 
1 heard the foot- 
steps of their hor¿es, but could ;iot Jo- 
ijate them in the ^og until 
too 
late. 
WJieu I leaped 
up it 
was with the 
thought that I might make a break for 
it ou ioot, Uiit before Z could turn they 
were all about mc, and iu another mm- 
xite Z was made prisoner. 


The Indians were as much surprised as 
J was, aud it was broad daylight buiore 


they identified mc. 
Up to that time thoy 
had treated mc fairly well. 
When it 
was known that I was tho scout whose 
life they had so long thirsted after half 
a dozen bucks tried their best to toma- 
hawk 
mo on 
tho spot, 
AVheu their 
angry excitement had cooled down there 
was as much rejoicing as if they had cap- 
tured a fort. 
Six warriors were called 
out as a guard, and soon after sunrise I 
was put iu their charge and started for n 
big Sioux village pn Deer Creek, be- 
tween the two forks of tho Republican 
River, 
I 
was, of course, 
disarmed. 
Then my elbows were tied together, my 
feet tied under the horse, and for fear 
the horse would run off with mc he was 
led by a lariat. 


At noon we made a halt of half 
an 
hour and I was given about half a pound 
of jerked bufl!alo meat as my share of tho 
noonday meal. 
My arms were unbound 
that I might eat, but the whole six con- 
stantly kept their eyes on me. 
When wo 
set oil again I was bound as before, and 
we rode ata gallop until 10 o'clock at 
night before the village was reached. 
I 
understood the Sioux lingo very well, 
though I did not let on to, aud the talk 
as we rode was anything but plciisant to 
me. It was agreed that I would bo put 
to the torture, and that it would be made 
to last as long as possible. 


When we reached the village I was 
placed in a t^pee and ray arms unbound. 
They refused to cast the lathings olf my 
legs, though three of tho bucks 
stood 
guard outside. 
I was so stiff and sore 
with the ride that I could not have taken 
five steps had they turned me loose and 
told me to go. 
I "got not a wink of sleep 
that night, and it was uofc until about í 
o*clock next morning that my legs were 
freed. 
It was a village of eighty lodges, 
and the one I occupied was almost iu the 
centre of the collection. 
I couldn't have 
escapcd had they left the tent unguarded, 
but they took no risks. 
There were al- 
ways two and sometimes four of tho bncks 
squatted outside of the lodge, aud out- 
side of these a circle of squaws and chil- 
dren. 


It was the third day after my capture 
before I was disturbed. 
Then most of 
the warriors having returned to the vil- 
lage on purpose to witness my death, I 
was led out at three o'clock in the after- 
noon to undergo 
the 
preliminary to 
actual 
torture. 
This is running the 
gauntlet. 
There was as near as I could 
judge sixty men and boys in each line, 
and the lines were four feet apart. 
Had 
each one btîen armed with a switch to 
strike me it would have been punish- 
ment enough, but they were allowed to 
use clubs and sticks 
and tomahawk 
handles. 
When I looked down the line 
I felt that there was no show for me to 
make the run, and yet I must make the 
attempt. 
You may ask why I did not 
absolutely refuse, and let them do their 
worst then and there. 
Because, 1 was 
hoping for them to show me a little 
mercy. 
They wouli torture me, but 
not so cruelly as if I refused to run, 


I got as good a ready as I could and 
wheu the signal came I sprang away at 
the top of my speed. 
Blow after blow 
fell upon me while the savages shouted 
their pleasure, and to my great surprise 
I at length reached the end of the 1 nes. 
There I fell in a heap and they gave me 
about ten minutes in which to brace up 
for the run back. 
I made only half tho 
distance this time, being struck over the 
head with a club that I sank down 
un- 
conscious. 
When I had recovered my 
senses they returned 
me to tho Iqdge, 
where I lay for many hours expecting to 
be taken out any moment for torture. 
They would have finished mo but for the 
fact that the wife of Little Feather, who 
was in another village fifty mUes away, 
had not yet arrived. 
She wanted to be 
m a t the death and so further proceed- 
ings were declared off for the day. 


The squaw arrived soon after mid- 
night. 
My ankles were tightly lashed 
and I could not sleep. 
She was for hav- 
ing; me out at once,and came and looked 
into the lodge to see if I was safe; 
but 
she was told that I would be put to the 
torture after breakfast in tho morning, 
and long after she had turned away I 
heard my guards gloating over the pros- 
pects. 
It was agreed among them that 
I was a game man and would hold out 
for several hourá and give them lots of 
amusement. 


Half an hour after daylight the village 
was astir, and at sunrise a squaw brought 
me some breakfast aud the lashings 
around my ankles were cast off, 
I 
learned several years alter that it was 
intended to oblige me to run the gaunt- 
let again. 
I was eating the meal 
the 
squaw had brought when a sudden ex- 
citement arose outside. 
There was a 
great shooting, followed by cheers and 
the report of firearms, and tho next min- 
ute the 2üü frontiersmen who bad been 
raised in liansas and Nebraska as an in- 
dependent force charged into the village. 
Itwivj a complete surprise to the Indians, 
but not for long. 
It wasn't five minutes 
before 
the 
fieeing 
warriors 
rallied 
for defense, but belore that time 1 was 
safe. 
At the first alarm I leaped up and 
out of the lodge full against one of the 
guards, and a^ I ran I wa3 fired at two 
ur three times. 
I was among tho horáe- 
men in a minute or two, and after a bit 
I got a ride aud took au active part in 
the hot fight going on, 
Wc were driven 
off after a couple of Jiours, but we got 
every pony in tho herd and burned all 
the lodges, and they had many a dead 
wari'ior to mourn over. 


It was a singular thing that in after 
years I bhould uieet tho squaw of Little 
i^^eather on the reservation and have a 
long talk with her. 
So it happened,and 
she calmly tuid me that she had btîcn 


promised my scalp an a keepsake ana that 
it would have been her hand whiclw 
would have ended my agonies after I hact 
amused the warriors to their fill as a! 
prisoner at tho stake,—iVc?« York World»

On the western side sand is about tho 
only thing seen, and this hiw been blown 
from the beach clear to tho top of tho 
island, seven or eight hundred feet high. 
On tho other side of the island (the cast 
side) Ihey found human bones for a dis- 
tance of five miles along the beach. They 
were very thick, aud looked as if it had 
been a graveyard. 
They also discovered 
the remains of human bodies on tho 
ridge, which runs lengthwise through 
the island. In some places two skeletons 
were found close together, as if thoy had 
been buried in the same grave. 
The 
wind had blown off what covering of 
soil had been thrown over them and it 
looked quite ghastly. Bones were thickly 
strewn along this ridgo for upward of 
tnree 
miles. 
From 
appearances up- 
ward of three or four thousand Indiana 
must have been buried there, 


A shanty which hid been built on the 
west side was found buried clear to the 
roof in sand. 
There are now about two 
thousand sheep on thr island, and from 
a sort of rough grass they seem to keep 
fat. 
The party went into a cave which 
afforded an Indian woman, the solo oc- 
cupant of the island, a home for seven 
years. It seems that when her party wan 
leaving the island she jumped overboard 
and swam ashore in the night. 
Years 
went by before she was taken off. 


Four Carious Plants. 


In the United States Botanical Gardens 
at AVashington, D. 0-, arc four verj 
curious plants, to which the Post of that 
city alludes as ^'Nature's Hoax," the 
Mother-in-Lavv 
Plant," the 
*'Lover's 
Plant" and the 
»^Scottish 
Attorney," 
"Nature's Hoax" grows wild in Austral- 
ian forests. 
The seed lodge about live 
feet from the ground in decayed trees 
and the plant puts out leaves in the shape 
of heads of deer or elk. 
Many a huntei 
has been fooled by the plant. 
"The 
Mother-in-law Plant," or "Dumb Cane," 
is really the Deffenbachia seguina pietà. 
An auctioneer being unable to rattle oil 
the botanical term called it the "Mother- 
in-law Plant," because of its queer quali- 
ties. 
Tue peculiarity of the plant is this, 
that if a man takes a bite of it his power 
of speech is taken away and his tongue is 
apt to be paralyzed for a week, 
Hum- 
boldt's articulating muscles were para- 
lyzed for eight days by this plant. 
A 
specimen'of the mimose rudica is called 
the "Lover's Plant," because if a girl be 
really in love this plant will curl up al 
her touch, if not, not. 
Superintendent 
Smith, of the Gardens, has facetiouslj 
termed the creeper the "Scottish Attoo 
ncy," 
The latter is credited with engag- 
ing himself in a case and absorbing every- 
thing of value in it before quitting /it 
and that's what the plant does. 


Eccentric Bcnevolence. 


There resided at Seymour, Conn,, neat 
Hartford, a few yeara aro, a very eccen- 
tric man named John IL TinEjue, 
He 
had an income of over $100,000 a year 
from his seal plushes, ana was a bachelor. 
He used his money as free as water. 
When he visited a fair or benevolent en- 
tertainment, wMiich he did when any 
occurred, he would leave $200 at the 
various tables. 
His purchases he would 
distribute to stranjiers or children. 
On 
one occasion he offered §50 to any youn^g 
ladv who would bring him a string con- 
taining 3000 buttons, each button being 
a different pattern. 


After paying $50 for the first string 
others arrived, and rather than disap- 
point the young ladies he continued to 
pay tho same amount for each string 
brought.

the strain on the diamond is all in one 
direction the setting can be male much 
firmer. 


Corn husks boiled iu caustic soda are 
being utilized for the manufacturo of 
paper. 
The cooking process results in 
the formation of a spongy, glutinous 
paste, which is subjected to heavy pres- 
sure so as to eliminate the gluten, the 
fiber remaining being made into paper 
in the ordinary way. 


A new extract is prepared in France, 
and made into tablets which are said to 
be as digestible as raw meat. Lean beef, 
free from fat, bone and 
tendon, is 
pounded to a pulp, mixed with sugar, 
and heated to about 100 degrees, when 
the mixture is converted into a saccharine 
extract. 
Further heating gives this any 
desired degree of concentration. 


An English 
electrical firm is intro- 
ducing a small pump, suitable to sup- 
plying house tanks in country districts, 
where there is neither suflicient fall nor 
machinery for pumping. 
It consists of 
a rotary pump driven by screw gearing 
direct from an electric motor, which is 
influenced by a primary battery placed 
in the cellar. 
The pump and motor do 
not weigh more than twentj-iive pounds 
and occupy a very small space. 


The United States naval flai^ship Phil- 
adelphia is fitted with telephonic com- 
munication between the office of the ex- 
ecutive officer and yeoman 
storeroom-J 
and 
between the poop dock and tho 
bridge. 
The present system is deemed 
a great improvement over the speaking- 
tube plan. Aboard large vessels it often 
happens that the speaking-tubes prove 
wholly inefficient. This is especially the 
case with upper deck tub33 during u^e 
in high winds. 
The 
telephone system 
aboard the Philadelphia is reported as 
operating successfully under all condi- 
tions of weather. 


The lake on the Colorado Desert 
which has excited so much 
interest' 
among scientists, shows no signs of 
leaving its new home at Saltón. 
It is 
now thirty miles long by ten wide, aud 
though the inflow doesn't equal the evap- 
oration the waters apparently are not 
receding. 
The owners of the salt works 
at Saltón will probably attempt to stop 
the crevasse 
in 
the 
Colorado River 
through which the flood water is now 
pouring into the desert. 
Manager Dur- 
brow of the salt works has made a trip 
of inspection to the break in the Col- 
orada banks and is satisfied that the 
water can be permanently prevented from 
running into the desert. 


Experiments lately made in Hartford, 
Conn,, show that 
light 
can be seen 
through a clean-cut opening of not more 
than one forty-thousandth of an inch. 
This fact was determmed by taking two 
thoroughly clean straight edges, placing 
R piece of paper betweea the surfaces at; 
oue end, the opposite end being allowed 
to come together, 
Tlie straight edges 
being placed between the eye and 
a 
strong light in a dark room, a wedge of 
light was seen froaa the ends between 
which the paper was placed and the op- 
posite, which were 
brought 
together. 
The thickness of tho paper being known, 
the distance apart at the two edges oí 
the small end of the wed^e of ligat was 
easily calculated,

was 
shown as above.

to do this peel the pumpkin and cut it 
ia wafer-like strips, put it in the heat- 
ing closet under the oven, laid out on 
pans and plates, or set it on a tin roof in 
the broilia^; hot sunshine.

Tho I n d i a n Not P a r t i a l to Tools— 
His Principal Crops. 


Speaking of the Indiun metlaocl<i of 
Tarming ia Northern Arizonii, a writer 
for the Chicacio Herald 
says: 


Of course the farmers as a rule are 
Indians, for there is still a marked ab- 
'feencc of white men in the northern part 
of the Territory. 
The sagebrush 
plain 
does not offer them much encouragement 
<iu the way of crops. 
Given the most 
favorable conditions they will not do very 
well, but when they attempt to produce 
a crop on the unwatered plain failure is 
nlmosfc sure to attend them. 
They do 
very little irrigation, and iudeed 
they 
could do none, no matter how well they 
tried. 
There is not water enough in the 
•rivers of the Territory to irrigate the land. 
Uere and there they find little valleys in 
which water has lingered longer than 
tn tho plains at large, or where the 
'natural dampness of the ground promises 
^moisture, and there they clear away tho 
sage brush and scratch the soil for the 
planting of crops. 


There is nothing in the nature of plow- 
ing done—at least that kind of plowing 
the Eastern farmer finds necessary. 
The 
ground is not turned to a depth of two 
inches. 
But the corn is planted at a 
•depth imattempted in the States. 
Tho 
Indiau takes what ho calls a planting 
Btick—being a piece of hard wood about 
three feet long with a short projection 
at right angles 
midway—and this ho 
•drives into the loose, dry soil often to a 
•depth of eighteen inches. 
He seldom 
plants his corn at a depth of less than a 
foot. _ In the hole thus made he drops 
half a dozen or more grains of corn and 
covers them up. 
Usually they all grow, 
and when they do come up there is a 
•clump of small stalks of corn with the 
weakest sort of a promise of ripening. 
Hills are about ten feet apart each way. 
This does not seem to be because the 
land will not produce 
if 
taxed more 
•closeiy, but because the idea of utiliziag 
all his resources does not seem to occur 
to the Indian at any time. 


The Government has provided all ludi- 
.-ans who care for them such farming tools 
as they need, and one can 
find 
walk- 
ing cultivators" in every pueblo village 
•of the 
plains. 
But 
the hoe is 
less 
affected. 
They have hoes of their own , 
manufacture, and in the best farming 
•tribes of the Territory I found machine- 
imade hoes of the Eastern manufactories. 
There are not many weeds to trouble the 
farmers, but they understand the neees- 
•Bity of tillage, and the ground about the 
struggling stalks is carefully mellowed 
and drawn into hills. 
One of the pa- 
»thetic sights of the farmer here is tho 
shade he provides for his growing corn. 
In many fields one mil find every hill 
protected by a llat stone set edgewise to 
shelter the root from the hot sun and the 
• blasting wind. 
Tho 
shelter 
may 
be 
made of a bunch of weeds or grass, but 
•every hill is guarded. 


There is no regularity in the size or 
•shape of the fields, or in the rows of the 
•corn, 
A hill is planted here, another 
there, and when all is done it is fouud 
•that the Indian has simply followed his 
natural instincts of neglecting form and 
'Order. 
He has no "fence about Jiis field 
as a general thing, but relies upon watch- 
ing his crop to keep straying animals 
from devouring or injurmg it. 
In some 
•of the valleys a good many herds of cat- 
•tle, horses or sheep are roaming, and 
here the farmer usually builds a fence, 
but it is of the weakest kind. 
It does 
not seem capable of turning stock. 
In- 
:aide tho field, whether fenced or not, 
"**scare crows" are stationed, and some of 
them would amuse tho most solemn man. 
They are upright polos with cross arms, 
much the same as tho women used to set 
up in their gardens at home, and hang- 
ing on them 
here and there are the 
|Worst-looking rags it has over been my 
pleasure to see. 
Some of them had be- 
sides tho hidecus appearance of tho ghosts 
two or three pieces of tin and stone that 
rattled together in the breeze which is 
almost constant here, and frightens away 
,most birds. 


One of the pests of the Indian farmer 
^s the prairie dog, which 
never 
looks 
'high enough to see the efiigy and nevir 
leares for the sound of tinkling tin. 
He 
is a great burrower 
and 
can find the 
seed corn, no matter how deeply it has 
been planted. 
The Indian hates the lit- 
Itle animal more than he does either vul- 
ture or coyote; but lie does not kill him 
so often. 
He sets all manner of traps 
ior him, but the sly rogue avoids them 
'»and gallops heme in safety. 
The range 
of crops is not wide with 
tho 
Indian 
farmer. 
Corn ia the staple, and in ad- 
dition ho raises a quantity 
of 
beans, 
;somo watermelons and a fair supply of 
peaches. 
These latter are pitted and 
dried mueli in the same manner as they 
jwere at tho East in another day, barring 
ithe fact that they were there 
a 
good 
deal cleaner than tho Indians keep them. 
But they serve for relishes all through 
the winter. 
For you would be surprised 
to know what 
provident 
housekeepers 
some of tho pueblo Indians are. 
The 
melons are simply passing delights. They 
are scarcely permitted to ripen, 
when 
they are eaten tp break 
tho long fast 
from last seasooi. 
If the crop happens 
to be abundant, many of the melons will 
fully ripen 
before voracious 
demands 
compel plucking, and 
then 
they are 
found to be excellent eating. 
They are 
small as to variety, and not so good as 


they might bo if caro were taken In tho 
matter of Feed, but they arc a godsend 
in a dry country. 
Peaches also are seed- 
lings, and not what they might be. 
But 
this is emphatically a fruit country, and 
oven 
handicapped 
as they 
are 
the 
peachcs are good. 
As to bean?, they do 
not seem to need cither selection as to 
seed or caro as to 
cultivation. 
They 
thrt^'c in a wonderful manner, and add 
abundant supplies to the family larder. 


Corn is raised far boyond tho home 
needs, and is one of the sure articles for 
market. 
When the first stores went into 
the northern half of tho Territory Indians 
used to come in with little bunches of 
corn in a cloth, often less than a pint at 
a time. 
Each member of thc'family who 
had been able to culitvato a fow bills 
brought his share of the shelled crop and 
sold it at the store. Gradually tho quan- 
tity became larger, until now no man 
comes with less than a bushel at a time, 
though they do not often exceed that 
amount. 
The grains are sound and nut- 
ritive,though small and of tho most curi- 
ous colors. 
Their shades includc tho 
brightest 
pink and the deepest black, 
vivid red and bright yellow. 
A bin of 
corn at a trader's store suggests a heap 
of assorted jewels. 


Of course the farms arc scattered over 
a wide area of territory. It is no uncom- 
mon thing 
for an Indian to bring his 
corn, packed 
on donkeys, 
a hundred 
miles. 
But the farming tribes do not 
live much farther than that, 
and the 
nomad or 
flock-raising 
tribes who 
live 
nearer do not bring anything of impor- 
tance in the lino of grain. 
An Indian 
farmer's method of going to market is 
scarcely 
that 
enjoyed 
by his 
white 
brother. 
Ho cannot one time in a hun- 
dred make the trip to tho store and return 
on the same day,¡so he makes some prep- 
aration for a camp. 
This, as a rule, 
consists simply in taking an extra blan- 
ket. 
Or I might ha\e said '^taking a 
blanket," for if 
he takes 
one, that is 
enough. 
After he has reached the store 
and transacted his business he finds what 
ho can to cat, or goes 
without, as cir- 
cumstances dictate, 
and shortly 
after 
dark binds the feet of his pony and don- 
key, so they can go no great distance, 
and then he rolls himself in his blanket 
on the ground and goes to sleep, Irom 
which he wakes long before dawn, and 
sits in moody, discontented chill till day- 
light. 
He may be compelled to go the 
entire distance home before his hunger 
is assuaged, or somo friendly baud may 
be passed who will give him what he 
needs for the present. 


The Lou;iest liivor Tiiuiicl. 


The St. Chiir tunnel is the loncfest river 
tunnel in tlio world. 
It is 0050 feet 
long. 
From the American cutting to the 
river edge is ISOO feet, and from tho 
Canadian cutting to the river edge is 
1950 feet, and the distance across the 
river is 2300 feet. 
The tunnel walls aro 
of cast-iron segments, thirteen of which 
and a key form a circle. 
The segment 
dimensions aro; 
LcnGjth, four feet ten 
inches; width, cigthteen inches; thick- 
ness, two inches, with flanges inside six 
inches deep and If inehcs in thickness. 
Their total weight is 28,000 tons. 
The 
segments are bored and secured in place 
with bolts seven-eighths of an inch 
in 
diameter and weighing in all 2,000,000 
pounds. 
The outside diameter of the 
tuunel is twenty-one feet and twenty feet 
inside. 
The soil excavated amounts to 
2,19(5,400 cubic feet. 
Employment has 
been steadily furnished to 700 men sinco 
first the work of construction began and 
costs complete about §3,000,000. 
It is 
a year ago since the eagineers, who had 
been working toward each other from 
opposite sides of the river fitted their hy- 
draulic shields together and shook hands 
fathoms bulow the 
surface. 
The 
ap- 
proaches and railway tracks have 
been 
completed sinco that day. 
The Grand 
Trunk people believe that when tho tun- 
nel is in actual use it will oiler facilities 
for through 
communication 
bctwc^sn 
Chicago and all points east which will bo 
greatly appreciated by passengers and by 
freight shippers. 
It shortens tho dis- 
tance to the seaboard about six miles and 
saves 
two 
hours 
in time.—Ohicago 
Herald. 


Fariulug Does Pay Somotlnios. 


*'Well, I suppose you have heard a 
great many big stories of our wonderful 
'»crop," remarked Hon. Thomas Simp- 
son, of Winona, the other day, *»but I 
have just heard one which I know is 
true and which well indicates the great- 
ness of this year's crop in the grains be- 
sides wheat." Mr. Simpson then related 
to the reporter the history of two Win- 
ona boys in South Dakota last summer, 
withholding the names of 
tho young 
men. 
This 
spring they rented 32JU 
acres in South Dakota at fifty cents an 
aero and put in a crop of 
fiax. 
From 
this farm they obtained 50,000 bushels 
of flax, an average of a little over fifteen 
bushels to tho acre. 
Selling this at 
ninety-five cents per bushel the young 
farmers realized $47,500. 
Their esti- 
mated expense was $5 per aero, or 
000, and this^ deducted from the gross 
receipts, leaves a prc^t of $31,500 for 
one summer's work for two voung men, 
The grain is now in the elevators.—iSt^

In no other country, snys a loiter from 
PtURsia to the San Francisco Kmminci\ 
is 
begging so reduced to a science as it is 
here, and nowhere else can one iuul a 
regular and recognized organization of 
prosperous and well-to-do beggars like 
the Schouvaliki. 
These ])coplo occupy 
a duster of 
about thirty 
villages 
in 
Vishnogorodskaya, some hundred verst^ 
from Moscow. 
They get their names 
from tho famous Counts 
Schouvaloll, 
whose vassals and 
tenants 
they have 
been for ceutunes. 
They are not com- 
mon beggars ot tho indolent, hand-to- 
month order. 
With theiu begging is a 
trado, Rcientifically organized and artis- 
tically practiced, and they form a great 
limited liability company for exploiting 
the benovolcnco of Russian society in the 
same way as companies exist for exploit- 
ing the national minerals and other in- 
dustrial resources. 
As with orthodox 
departments of industry, tho trade of tho 
Schouvaliki has its regular seasons, for 
which preparations are mnde with great 
astuteness. 
During the spring and sum- 
mer they remain on their trim and pros- 
perous homestca:3s, tilling the soil and 
laising wonderful crops. 
They 
grow 
tho finest onions in all Kussia, aud there 
is not a province in the vast empire 
where their famous bulbs are not con- 
sumed. 
As the autumn approaches and 
the ordinary peasant wraps himself in his 
sheepskins and prepares for a long tor- 
pidity, the Schouviiliki make themselves 
ready for 
their begging 
expeditions. 
Arrayed in their several disguises they 
proceed on their allotted circuits, and are 
soon rummaging in every corner of the 
empire, from the Baltic provinces to the 
Governments of 
Little Russia. 
The 
character they bear with the public at 
large may be gathered from a popular 
sajnng, which afiirms that '»there is no 
Russian prison in which a Bokordsk 
thief or a Borovsk beggar is not to be 
found." And yet they make a very good 
thing of their beggmg expeditions. 


The origin of the Scliouvaliki as a 
beggar guild dates back to the begin- 
ning of the present century. 
From time 
immemorial they had been in tho habit 
of be^rging in their individual capacities, 
but when in 1812 their homes were de- 
stroyed by a great fire and they were 
forccd all at one time to throw them- 
selves on public charity, they found tho 
corporate experiment so successful that 
they resolved in future to undertake or- 
ganized begging excursions and divide 
the proceeds. 
They constituted them- 
selves into a regular society, with ofiicers 
and rules, and in the course of time de- 
veloped into the present remarkable or- 
ganization. 
Early 
ia the autumn the 
onion harvest is gathered in and sold. 
Of the proceeds a cortain percentage is 
carried to capital account and another 
percentage to the reserve fund, and then 
the remainder is divided among 
the 
members. 
This business concluded, tho 
plaas arc drawn up for the next begging 
campaign by a council of elders com- 
posed of delegates duly elected by each 
of the thirty communes. 
By the reso- 
lutions and plans of this council every 
member of the beggar guild is bound. 


With tho first tall of snow the Schou- 
valiki villages become deserted. 
Each 
mendicant or group of 
mendicants 
is 
provided with 
a special heart-rending 
story, proved by abundant documentary 
and other evidence and 
adapted to the 
peculiar susceptibilities of the districts 
to be visited. 
A large number of crip- 
ples are hired and distributed among the 
beggars according to the tales of woe 
they have to relate. 
Here 
a couple of 
young men are furnished with 
infirm 
parents; there a widow is supplied with 
a leprous son; work 
is found for the 
maimed, the blind and the dumb. 
The 
most fortunate occurrence for the Schou- 
valiki in the winter season is a death in 
their own ranks. 
After a short mourn- 
ing the corpse becomes an article of 
trade. 
Escorted by a troop of poverty- 
stricken and wailing relatives it is car- 
ried from farmhouse to farmhouse and 
village to viU'iire with piteous prayers 
for assistance to bury it. 
It is said that 
the Schouvaliki do not rely only on such 
lucky accidents. 
Their enemies charge 
them with perpetrating all kinds 
of 
cruelties to keep up the supply of »'arti- 
cles of trade." 
Sometimes they 
are 
their own article of trade—that is to 
say, in the way of cripples—and they 
play the parts assigned them with re- 
markable vraiseuibianee. 
Some 
time 
ago the wife of one of the Schouvaliki 
was trained to enact the role of a mad 
woman, and so wonderfully did she sus- 
tain the character that fche deceived 
even educated persons and experienced 
police ofiicers, 
A favorite trick Is to 
burn large holes in one's clothes and 
paint scars and cicatrices on the flesh in 
order to pass lor a victim of one of the 
fires which are so numerous and disas- 
trous among the wood and thatch viN 
lages of Central and Western Russia.

They have no diOiculty in 
obtaining 
premiums 
for 
introuvîciyg 
young men into the brotherhood, seeing 
that the business is known to be profit- 
able»

It should then bo wiped rlnan 
and 
finished 
off with somo oowdrroil 
whiting and a piece of chamois lea* hoi , 
when it will becomo as bright as new.

UTIbtZING TITR KXTIIU: PUMPKlV. 


When a pumpkin 
is purchased for 
family use it is seldom that more thnii 
half of it is required. 
This will mnko 
four or five pies, all that an average fam- 
ily is likely to usts for some timo. 
In 
order to utilize tho other half of the 
pumpkin, it may be cither canned or 
aried for wiuter use. 
Canned pumpkin 
does not retain its ilavor and makes an 
unsatisfactory pic, and drying seems to 
Do a better way to preserve it. 
In order 
to do this peel the pumpkin aud ctit it 
in wafer-like strips, put it in the 
heat- 
ing closet under the oven, laid out on 
pans and plates, or set it on a tin roof in 
the broiling hot sunshine. 
It will soon 
becomo 
crisp and 
dry. 
When it 
thoroughly so put it in a loose bag and 
hang it in a dry store-closet. 
In tho 
spring when all materials for making pies 
arc scarcc and apples aro tasteless, vtTy 
excellent pies may be made of this tlry 
pumpkin. 
Soak a cup of it in water, 
cook it up for an hour in the water in 
I which it was soaked, then drain it and 
I use it like fleshly cooked pumpkin. 
It 
does not make so good a pie as frn-hly 
cooked pumpkin, but it is far better thun 
winter squash for this purpose.— 
York 
Tribune. 


TO HAVE A nniGUT 


In these days when lamps aro used so 
much the caro of them is quite an imp »r- 
tant matter, writes M-irla Parloa in her 
department in the LadiaC Ilome 
Journal, 
[f the lamps be good and have proper at- 
tention, one cannot wish for a more satis- 
factory light; but if badly cared forthuy 
will bo a source of much 
discomfort. 
The great secret of having lamps ingod i 
working order is to keep them clean and 
to use good oil. 
Have a regular pim-o 
and time for trimming tho lamps. I'at a 
folded newspaper on the table, so that 
any bits of burned wick and drops of oil 
may fall upon it. 
Wash and wipe tho 
chimneys aud shades. 
Now take oil all 
loose parts of the burner, washing th^m 
in hot soap suds and wiping with a dean 
soft cloth. 
Trim tho wicks aud turn 
them quite low. 
With a soft, wet cloth, 
wellsoaped, wipe the burner thoroughly, 
working the cloth as much as possible in- 
side the burner, to get oil every partielo 
of the charred wick. 
Now fill the lamps 
within about one inch of tho top, 
aud 
wipe with a damp towel and then a (iry 
one. 
Adjust all tho parts and 
return 
them to their proper places. 
Whenever 
a new wick is required in a lamp, wash 
and scald the burner before puttin,^ in 
the wick. 
With a student lamp, the re- 
ceptacle for waste oil, wliich is screwed 
on the bottom of the burner, should be 
taken oil at 
least 
once a week and 
washed.

Gipsy dancers or a troupe ol 
clowas with some sort of pantomime 01 
show, are engaged for the occasion, aad 
the neighbors, rich and poor, are invited 
to the performance. The Turks being 
exceedingly hospitable, a fnend of the 
hostess is free to bring all her sisters and 
her cousins aad her aunts, with their 
families, on such occasions. These are 
high days for the Turkish girl—for her 
alders, too—though an English child of 
ten or twelve would thiak the eatertain- 
cneats very poor performances ladeed. 
The dances are at times rather graceful, 
and the music, when oae is used to it— 
sverythiag depeads on your beiag used 
EO it—is not always excruciating: but 
the coarse, almost brutish humor of the 
pantomimes, would be decidedly distaste- 
ful to a western audience.

These fathers send their soas abroad, 


and provide capable foreiga governesses 
for the girls. la such homes, daughters, 
while occupants of the schoolroom, are 
often eacouraged not to neglect muscu- 
lar exercise, which is essential to healthi- 
ness of both miad aad body. They walk, 
drive and even ride over the paternal 
estates. 


Returning to Turkey, the boys are de- 


lighted to find their sisters sympathetic 
companions, and aaturally seek to marry 
Udies of the same cultivated stamp, and 
so very slowly bat surely the wall be- 
tweea harem and selamlik is being un- 
dermiaed. 


Generally about the age of fourteea or 


Sfteea, sometimes evea earlier comes the 
great event of the Turkish girl's life— 
carriage.

The iraportance attached by intolerant 
MoaleniS to the separation of men and 
•women is shown iu the method of build- 
in/? houses which still prevails at Con- 
stantinople. 
Every Turk who can afford 
to do so divides his residence into harem 
and selamlik, and while connectinii the 
two from within, gives, if prncticable, a 
street door to each. 
This arrangement 
is symbolical of the reipnie which com- 
mands the i-exes to live apart, unless 
united by ties of closcst relation^hip.and 
requires them 
even to conduct their 
intercourse prjva.e»y, and, so to say, un- 
recognized by the outer world. 


A Turkish girl is petted and spoilt, 
especially by her father and the slaves, 
often to a dangerous extent, and what is 
worse, not frequently a witness to sights 
and recipient of chatter demoralizing in 
the extreme^ 
Besides this the harem- 
and-selamlik system stands in the way 
of instruction which, under favorable 
circumstances, her father might quite 
possibly give her. 
She dwells almost 
exclusively with women, perhaps all of 
them, including her own mother, pur- 
chased slaves,» for as a rule her brothers, 
particulaily if 
pupils 
in the 
higher 
schools of Constantinople 
or Europe, 
are seldom at home after their education 
Tairly begins. 
A further drawback is 
the rapidity with 
which she develops 
into womanhood. 
At ten years 
old 
ishe may be an unlettered child, and at 
iourteen a maiden in the marriage mar- 
ket. 
Girlhood is too short in the East 
for the welfare of mind and body. 


Borne twenty or thirty years ago ther« 
was a great educational movement in 
Constantinople, a Ministry of Public In-

struction was instituted, 
schools 
were 
founded, and everything seemed to her- 
ald the dawn of a new intellectual era iu 
Turkey. 
Previous to that time the only 
schools for girls existing throughout the 
Empire were the Rushdieli or primary 
schools, 
generally attached 
to 
the 
mosque of each quarter. 


A pretty custom, which risey still be 
seen in xuany of the old 'quarters of 
Stamboul, prevailed on the admission of 
a new pupil to one of these schools. 
On 
the day appointed for her arrival the 
children of the school, headed by the 
imam, and perhaps somebody with a 
''musical" instrument, go in procession 
to the house of the new scholar, who 
awaits them decked iu her most splendid 
finery, a new satchel, gaudily embroid- 
ered, hanging at her side. 
If she bo 
•very little her father or some good- 
natured man will carry her, while the 
quaint procession, singing hymns to the 
Padishah, wends its way through 
the 
streets to the school. 
Afterward all re- 
turn in the same way to the new pupil's 
house, where a feast of cukes and sweet- 
meats awaits them. 


At these schools the imam, or reader 
of the mosque, provides a scanty mental 
nourishment to boys and girls tqgether. 
Under his care the girl learns to'repeat a 
few verses from the Koran, and to read 
and write a little. 
But when she be- 
comes old enough to wear the yashmak, 
that is, about ten, she is taken from 
school, as it is no longer seemingly for 
her to keep company with boys. 
The 
smattering of the two R / s which she ac- 
quires is never kept up and gradually 
•Ijps out of memory, her time now being 
occupied in learning to wait deftly, and 
to perform gracefully all those elaborate 
obeisances and genuflexions which oc- 
cupy such an important place in Turkish 
society. 


In rich families the girls used to share, 
and still do in some houses, with tneir 
brothers, the instructions ot the hodja, 
a species of resident tutor, 
Any of the 
slave girls who desire to leara are also 
free to do so from the same teacher. 
From the hodja the girl may, if in- 
clined to intellectual pursuits, acquire, 
besides reading, writing and the rudi- 
ments of arithmetic, fcomething of Otto- 
man history and literature. 
It is in- 
teresting to note that neither singing noi 
dancing is considered a desirable ac- 
complishment for a girl; 
it is decidedly 
• »fast" ior her to do eitlier. 


As many Turkish gentlemen object to 
their women folk shopping in the town, 
on account of the opportunity it aHorda 
for flirtation,it is a common prac -ice with 
Pera tradesmen to send their shop-giria 
to the harem with goods for sale, ot 
dresses to be tried on. 
These girls,gen- 
eraly French Levantines,bright and tak- 
iij"" lu manner and appearau ccs, soma 


times catch the fancy of their customers, 
and it is a common fallacy of the Turk 
that a person gifted in one capacity must 
bo equally so in every other, a shop girl 
will often be engaged as nursery gov- 
erness by some scmi-culightencd human 
unxious to educate her girl a la Franca. 


Utterly unfit both as rcijards knowl- 
edge and character to undertake such 
duties, these girls impart to their pupils 
little beyond a slight knowledge of the 
French language and a taste for novels 
of the Zola school. 
The impulse to ex- 
treme 
fliirhtincss 
which results 
has 
brought Frank education into disrepute, 
and checked the movement, still in ita 
infancy, for the better instruction of 
girls, the Turk generally being ignorant 
of the world and judging by his own 
limited experience. The serious Mussul- 
mans are shocked at the levity of the 
girls brought up in the new fashion, aud 
percoive in it a iustification of their ob- 
jection to Christian teachers, while the 
Hrdor of the prosiressionists has been 
damped 
by the unforseen consequences 
of haste. 


To obviate this prejudice and prevent 
the corruption of Mussulman^girls, a Nor- 
mal School was founded in Stamboul in 
1870 by Savfet Pasha, a polished gentle- 
man and an accomplished scholar, who 
wa3 the Minister of Public Instruction at 
that time. 
The plan was to take girls 
who had left the Rushdieli schools and 
give them a strictly orthodox education 
which would fit them for teachers in 
secondary girls' schools and for govern- 
esses in the harems of the rich. 


This, however, is not the only ciTor* 
that has been made to raise the standard 
of education. 
In 
Constantinople and 
some of the larger towns of the Empin 
secondary girls' 
schools 
have 
been 
founded. 
The subjects taken up in thes( 
schools arc the same as in the Normal 
School, 
No European language, it will 
be noticed, is taught iu any of the girW 
schools. 


The pleasures of Turkish girh arc ex 
trcmely simple and limited• 
Shut oul 
from that limitless world of entertain» 
mcnt which the literature of civilized 
countries opens up to the European child 
directly she can read, with the exception 
oi festivities in the harem, cn rcd^lettei 
days, her pleasures consist in an occa- 
sional picnic or accompanying her ciders 
on the visits which occupy such a large 
portion of a Turkish lady's time. 


On household festivals or great relig- 
ious fensts wealthy people will often or- 
ganize entertainments on a very elaborate 
scale. 
Gipsy dancers or a troupe ol 
clowns Avith some sort of pantomime oi 
show, are engaged for the occasion, and 
the neighbors, rich and poor, are invited 
to the performance. 
The Turks being 
exceedingly hospitable, a friend of the 
hostess is free lo bring all her sisters and 
her cousins and her aunts, with 
their 
families, on such occasions. 
These are 
high days for the Turkish girl—for her 
elders, too—though an English child of 
ten or twelve would think the entertain- 
ments very poor performances indeed. 
The dances are at times rather graceful, 
and the music, when one is used to it— 
everything depends on your being used 
Eo it—is not always excruciating; but 
[he coarse, almost brutish humor of the 
pantomimes, would be decidedly distaste- 
ful to a western audience. 


A more pleasant side of Turkish girl 
ife is that which may be seen any day 
n early summer, at the Sweet Waters of 
Europe or some other favorite resort on 
.he outskirts 
of 
Constantinople. 
The 
'amily will set out in the morning 
and 
ipreadine: their rugs in some field, spend 
;he day there doing nothing, and 
ap- 
parently very well contented with the 
)ccupatiftn. 
The women squat on 
the 
ground with their feet under them. 
It 
s not romantic, but truth compels me to 
itate that all Turkish girls ultimately be- 
iomo bandy-legged; the fine, well-made 
ivomen one occasionally meets in Stam- 
Doul are mostly Circassians. A few cakes 
ind some rahat lakhoum or other sweet 
milices for both young and old. 


A stranger is invariably struck with 
the prematurely serious air that Turkish 
-ihildren wear. 
The elder girls do not 
play aud run in the manner that English 
people expect 
of 
healthy 
children. 
They sit or stroll about, quietly and 
gravely, their yashmaks loosened 
and 
forming a snow-white framework which 
displays to advantage their complexion, 
as yet unspoiled by paint and powder. 
On the approach of a man they will hast- 
ily draw 
over their yashmak, not 
so 
close, however, that the stranger cannot 
admire their face if he has a fancy for 
Turkish beauty, which, though in girls 
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and young women sometimes very attrac- 
tive, is too frequently of the half-bred 
Tartar type, lacking intelligence and rt* 
lineuieut. 


' In the accomjianying engraving of a 
Turkish maiden maybe seen the fashion- 
able yashmak and feridjeh, which, if not 
well adapted for walking, are 
distinct 
improvements on the thick linen face- 
cloth and ungainly over-garment even yet 
alTectcd by some plain and venerable 
dames. 
When this now-cut and coquet- 
tish costume was first remarked in car- 
riages and caiques the Turkish 
l l t s . 
Grundy, who happened then aud for sev- 
eral years afterward to have an ally in 
the Sultan Aziz's mother, raised an alarm 
and the authorities received instructions 
to crush the revolt. 
But Turkish ladies 
care little for the police, aud notwith- 
standing one or two fanatical soldiers 
the fair oilenders held fast to their gay 
plumage. 
The example spread 
like 
wildfire and soon reached the palace it- 
self, where hundreds of pretty creatures 
speedily followed it and the struggle was 
virtually decided. 
Mrs. Grundy is beat- 
en, and beyond an occasional idle pro- 
test tacitly admits her defeat. 


Dead now is the prudish Sultana, and 
just as well for her peace of mind, seeing 
that the triumphant Turkish woman has 
no intention of resting satisfied with her 
(irst 
victory. 
She now 
proposes to 
establish her right to shop freely, listen 
to public 
bands and otherwise enjoy 
harmless privileges, and that she will 
eventually do so unhindered 
nobody 
acquainted 
with 
Constantinople 
can 
doubt. 
But it is always the few who 
fight 
the 
battle, the mass remaining 
neutral 
until the day is won. 
Than 
these timid ones gladly benefit by the 
success they have not helped to obtain. 


Another illustration shows a girl in the 
harem, but she is too smartly attired for 
everyday life and 
evidently 
expects 
friends. 
Visiting forms the chief rec- 
reation in winter, but it cannot be very 
cxciting for the gir.l,as she is expected 
to speak only when directly addressed, 
aud is moreover, not allowed the solace 
of a cigarette, that indulgence being con- 
sidered only proper for married women.

The only reason why many persons 


fail to make such nats as pecans, hick- 
ory.English walnuts and chestnuts germi- 
nate when planted is that they allow 
them to 
they are placed in the ground. For pe- 
cans, shellbark-hickory nuts, filberts 
and other hard-shell kinds there is no 
better place to store them during winter 
than in heaps of saad piled up on some 
shady spot in the open ground. 
First 


place a layer of the nuts, then a layer of 
sand, then a layer of nuts, and proceed 
in this way until your stock of nuts is 
exhausted, and cover the heap with six 
inches of good soil or sods, and leave all j 
undisturbed until spring, then take out 
the nuts and plant iu drills. If there is 
dangei of mice and squirrels carrying 
away the nuts, place them in well-drained 
boxes, 
covering with wire netting. 


Chestnuts n»ay be stored in the same 
way, but the sand should be clean and 
the boxes -'et where the water from melt- 
ing snows will quickly drain off. Fresh 
imported English walnuts buried in the- 
fall or any time in the early winter will 
usually germinate quite freely. Imported 
filberts are sometimes gathered before 
quite mature, and for this reason fail to 
grow, but if the kernels are plump when 
obtained there is no danger of failure if 
kept cool and moist during the winter.

FEED AXD BREED. 


There is no disputing the fact that 


everything is ia the feed. The best lay- 
ers in the country are utterly worthless 
if not properly led. 
5\o one would ex- 


pect the Brahma fowl to be classed 
among the heavy. layers, yet we kaow of 
a contest in which a flock of these big- 
bodied birds beat the record of a Sock of 
Leghorns. 
It is not a common thing 


f cr them to do so, but as an experiment 
they were feed for that purpose and 
won. If we feed fat producing food to 
our layers can. we reasonably expect them 
to lay many eggs? 
vVould not common 


sense teach us that sucb. a thing would be 
next to impossible? Likewise, how can 
wu fatten fowls for market with food 
that has no fat formlcs; qualities ia it? 
"We feed broilers for quick growth^ we 
feed hens for eggs; we feed fowls for 
the table. 
Our birds become jusfc what 


•vre make them. 
As an experiment, we 


penned tweire hens and a cockerel in a 
yard aud fed them, on oats, bran, and 
cornmeal. They were regularly supplied 
•with green, food and grit. From, that 
jard we are getting an average of iive 
and six eggs a. days. In another yurd an 
equal amount of hens are receiving com, 
cornmea!, and boiled potatoes, and the 
esrgs are few and far between.

we place two ducklings ia a brooder 
(without heat) and feed them' on corn- 
ineal and bran, and we killed them at

sweat in the cocks, if it will, aud when 
dry draw into the barn. Before we had 
such good threshing machines aad clover 
hullers it was deemed desirable to ex- 
pose the crop as much as possible to the 
weather, letting it get wet aad dry sev- 
eral times until it was nearly half-rotted. 
After such exposure, when dry and kept 
until cold weather, it threshed 
easier. 


This is not nov necessary. 


Alight crop of clover seed, one that is 


short and thin on the ground, must be 
cut with a platform reaper. If cut with 
a mowing machine the steel rake will 
leave much of it on the ground, and it 
will hardly pay to rake it up with wooden 
hand-rakes. There are several reaping 
machines that do the work to perfection. 
A movable cutter bar can be set so that 
the knives will shave the ground. Tha 
clover falis oa the platform and can be 
carried, if the crop is lig'at. quite a long 
distance aad then discharged into a fair- 
sized cock. If the clover is dead-rips 
then cocks or bundles may not need 
turning, but can be pitched on the 
wagon with a barley fork and mowed 
away in the barn, or threshed at once." 
If it is dimcult to get the crop dry put it 
oa a scaffold, where it will dry out be- 
fore it is necessary to thresh it. 


In regard to threshiag and cleaning 


clover seed, if oae has had no experience, 
probably a good plan to get the desired 
iafonnation will be to write to the man- 
ufacturers of the threshing machine he, 
uses. Ia sections where much clover 
seed is grown the threshers go from, 
farm to farm during the winter months 
and thresh aad clean the seed for so 
much per bushel. It is highly desirable 
on account of insect depredators that the 
area ia which clover seed is grown, 
should be extended. A good average 
crop is five bushels per acre, aad as or- 
dinary medium red clover is a second 
crop—the first crop beiag cut for hay ia 
May or June—the money for the clover 
seed is obtained at little trouble or ex- 
pense- 
"But will it not exhaust the 


land?" In proportion to the moaey 
value, clover seed impoverishes the laad 
less than almost any other crop we grow. 
We retain all the leaves, stems, chaff 
and roots on. the farm aad sell only the 
seed. A bushel of clover seed contains 
no more fertilizing constituents or plant 
food than a bushe! of peas. It is good 
policy to grow ana sow more clover 
seed. If one fears it Impoverishes the 
soil he should take a part of the money 
and buy cotton-seed cake or fertilizers.

BUST TS WHEAT. 


It" is calculated that Australia loses 


nearly §10,000,000 annually through 
the rusting of its wheat crop. To find a 
remedy the Hark Lane Express says a 
prize of §50,000 has been ofiered, and 
rust conferences have been held in Syd- 
ney. 
The opinion prevailed generally 


that "certain sorts of wheat are much 
better able to resist rust than others, and 
that by judicious cultivation and hybrid- 
ization still better varieties may

OKTIMINATING NUTS, 


The only reason why many persons 
fail to make such uuts as pecans, hick- 
ory,English walnuts and chestnuts germi- 
nate when planted is that they allow 
them to get thoroughly dried before 
they are placed in the ground. 
For pe- 
cans, shellbark-hickory 
nuts, 
iilberts 
nnd other hard-shell kinds there is no 
better plaeo to store them during winter 
than in heaps of sand piled up on some 
shady spot in the open ground. 
First 
place a layer of tho nuts, then a layer of 
sand, then a layer of nuts, and proceed 
in this way until your stock of 
nuts is 
exhausted, and cover the heap with six 
inches of good soil or sods, and leave all 
undisturbed until spring, then take out 
the uuts and plant iu drills. 
If there is 
daugei of mice and 
squirrels carrying 
away the nuts,place them in well-drained 
boxes, 
covering 
with 
wire netting. 
Chestnuts may be stored iu the same 
way, but the sand should be clean and 
the boxes * et where the water from melt- 
ing snows will quickly draia oiL 
Fresh 
imported English walnuts buried in the 
fall or any time in the early winter will 
nsually germinate quite freely. Imported 
Iilberts are sometimes gathered before 
quite mature, and for this reason fail to 
grow, but if the kernels are plump when 
obtained there is no danger of failure if 
kept cool and moist during the winter.

FEED AND BREED- 


There is no disputing the fact that 
everything is in the feed. 
The best lay- 
ers iu the country are utterly wqrthless 
if not properly led. 
No one vrould ex- 
pect the Brahma fowl to be classed 
among the heavy layers, yet we know of 
a contest in which a flock of these big- 
bodied birds beat the record of a flock of 
Leghorns. 
It is not a common thing 
fcr them to do so, but as an experiment 
they were feed for that purpose and 
won. 
If we feed fat producing food to 
our layers can we reasonably expect them 
to lay many eggs?

sense teach us that such a thing would be dinary medium red clover is a second 


lIAHVESTINa CLOVEn BEED. 


A heavy crop of clover seed can bu cut 
with an ordinary mowing machine and 
raked up with a steel rake. 
The wind- 
rows will need to bo repeatedly turned 
and sometimes, if the crop is green, 
shaken out. 
When dry run the steel 
rake along tho windrows and put 
the 
clover into carefullv-madc, good-sized 
cocks that will shed rain. 
Let the clover 
sweat in the cocks, if it will, and whea 
dry draw into the barn. 
Before we had 
such good threshing machines and clover 
hullers it was deemed desirable to ex- 
pose the crop as much as possible to tho 
weather, letting it get wet and dry sev- 
eral times until it was nearly half-rotted. 
After such exposure, when dry and kept 
until cold weather, it threshed 
easier. 
This is not now necessary. 


Alight crop of clover seed, one that is 
short and thin on the ground, must be 
cut with a platform reaper. 
If cut with 
a mowing machine the stsel rake 
will 
leave much of it on the ground, and it 
will hardly pay to rake it up with wooden 
hand-rakes. 
There arc several reaping 
machines that do the work to perfection. 
A movable cutter bar can be set so that 
the knives will shave tho ground. 
Tha 
clover falls oa the platform and can bo 
carried, if the crop is light, quite a long 
distance and then discharged into a fair- 
sized cock. 
If the clover is dead-ripe 
then cocks or bundles may not need 
turning, but can be pitched 
on 
the 
wagon with a barley fork and mowed 
away in the barn, or threshed at once. 
If it is difficult to get the crop dry put it 
on a scaffold, where it will dry out be-' 
fore it is necessary to thresh it. 


In regard to threshing and cleaning 
clover seed, if one has had no experience, 
probably a good plan to get the desired 
information will be to write to the maa- 
ufacturers of the threshing machine he 
uses. 
In sections where much clover 
seed is grown tho threshers go from 
farm to farm during the winter months 
and thresh and clean the seed for so 
much per bushel. 
It is highly desirable 
on account of insect depredators that the 
area in which clover seed is grown, 
should bo extended. 
A good average 
crop is five bushels per acre, and as or-

They eeem to bo almost unau- 
imous that early matdVing sorts can be 
made to escape the dangerous season,and 
that rust is due to climatic conditions 
that can only be combatted, but never 
entirely overcomti." 


Evidence has been gathered by direct 
experiments,and by information received 
from farmers in response to questions 
put to them, which confirms the sound- 
ness of previous recommendations in re- 
gard to early sowing, and the less liabil- 
ity to disease of crops growniu rotation, 
and it has also beeu shown that as a 
rule thinly-growing crops suffer less from 
rust than do thickly-growing crops. 
In 
re^iard to curative measures it 
has been 
found that a solution composed of one 
part of sulphate of coppcr and 400 parts 
of water destroyed the vitality of tho 
rust spores, and that a solution of oue 
ounce of sulphate of iron to tho gallon 
of water, when sprayed over a growing 
crop at a time when rust was about to 
break out, prevented its appearance un- 
til a fortnight or three weeks later; and 
even if applied tvlien the rust had at- 
tacked the plant, destroyed all outward 
appearance of the fungus and preventCii 
Us reappearance till fourttien days aiter- 
'rfard. 


crop—the first crop being cut for hay in 
May or June—the money for tho clover 
seed is obtained at little trouble or ex- 
pense. 
**But will it not exhaust tho 
land?" 
In proportion to the 
money 
value, clover seed impoverishes the land 
less than almost any other crop we grow. 
We retain all the leaves, stems, cliaff 
and roots on the farm and sell only the 
seed. 
A bushel of clover seed contains 
no more fertilizing constituents or plant 
food than a bushel of peas. 
It is good 
policy to grow ana sow more clover 
seed. 
If one fears it impoverishes the 
soil he should take a part of the money 
and buy cottcn-seed cake or fertilizers. 
The exchange can be made at a bip 
profit.—Atncricaii Agriculturist*
